“ ‘Prepare for tho worst, w hich is yet 
to conic, was the only consoling words 
of the weather bureau officials from 
m orning until night, when no inform a­ 
tion further could be given out. 
“ I he forecast official and one observer 
stayed at the office throughout tho en­ 
tire storm. 
The local forecast official 
and one observer were out taking tide 
observations about 4 a. in. on the ?th. 
A nother observer left after he had sent 
the last telegram which could be gotten j 
off, it being filed at Houston over the 1 
telephone wires about 4 p. rn.

hall the city was covered w ith tide I 
w ater by 3 p. rn. 
"O ne of the observers left for home at 
about 4 p. rn., after he had done all he J 
I could, as not a telephone wire was then 
working. 
The entire eity was then cov­ 
ered w ith w ater from one to five feet 
deep. 
On his way home he saw h u n ­ 
dreds of people aud he informed all he 
could th at the worst was still yet to 
come and jieople who could not hear his 
voice on account of being quite a dis­ 
tance off, he motioned them togo down 
town. 
The lowest barometer by obser­ 
vation was 28.53 inches at 8:J0 p. rn., 
but the barom eter w ent slightly lower 
than this according to the barograph. 
"Tile tide a , about 8 p. rn., stood from 


6 to 15 feet deep throughout the city 
w ith the wind blowing slightly over IOO 
miles an hour. 
The highest w ind ve­ 
locity by the anemometer was 96 miles 
from the northeast at 5:15 p. in., and the 
extreme velocity was IOO miles an boor 
at about that time. 
The anemom eter 
blew down at this time and the w ind 
was still higher later, when it shifted to 
the east aud southeast the observer es­ 
tim ates th at it blew a gale of between 
110 and 120 miles. 
There was an ap­ 
parent tidal wave of from four to six 
feet about H p . rn., when the wind 
shifted to the east and southeast that 
carried off many houses which had stood 
the tide up to that tim e.” 
The observer believes from w hat rec­ 
ords he has now th at the hurricane 
moved inland near Galveston going np 
the Brazos valley. 
It is believed that 
much damage has been done in the in ­ 
terior of the state by this storm. 
The w arnings of the United States 
w eather borean were the means of.thou­ 
sands of lives being saved through this 
hurricane. 
It was so severe, however, 
that it was impossible to prepare for 
such destruction. 
The observer of tho United States 
weather bureau states th at the barome­ 
ter has gone up to about the normal and 
they have no indications of another 
storm following this one. 
They have 
issued no storm warnings. 
The w eath­ 
er bureau office has not been closed d u r­ 
ing the entire storm aud they state that 
they will correct any such wild rum ors 
when called up for information.

1 H. Poe, member of the state board of 
education, and residing at Lake Charles, 
stating that 85 lives were lost tm tho 
Gulf aud Interstate train, which left 
Beaumont early Saturday m orning for 
Bolivar Point, after having made con­ 
nection?! w ith the Southern Pacific train 
which left this eity Friday night. 
Mr. 
Poe w a3 one 
of the 
passengers on 
this train and fortunately, together w ith 
a few others, he sought safety in the 
lighthouse at Bolivar Point aud was 
saved. 
t The train reached Bolliver Point about 
noon and all preparations made to run 
the train on the ferryboat preparatory 
to crossing the bay. 
But the w ind blew 
so sw iftly that the ferry could not make 
a landing and the center of the train, 
after standing on the tracks for a few 
m inutes, started to back toward Bea u- 
mont. 
The wind increased so rapidly 
coming in from the open sea, that soon 
the w ater had reached a level w ith the 
bottom of the seats w ithin the cars. 
It 
was then th at the passengers sought 
safety iu the nearby lighthouse. 
But 
Mr. Poe states iu his telgram that in 
spite of all effects 85 passengers were 
blown, a-vay or drowned. 
The train 
was entirely wrecked. 
Those who were saved had to spend 
over 50 hours in the dismal lighthouse 
on almost no rations. 
The experience is 
one that they will remember as one of 
the most terrible of their whole lives.
